The Exeention of Gottleib Wil-
liams for the Murder of
Mrs. Eliza M. Miller.

The Fearful End of a
Vagabond’s Career.

The Sceme of the Execution
this Morning—The Prison.
Within and Without.

The Drop Fallg at 11'17 A M.

A= Gottlelb Willlams Is the first of the des-
peradoes who have recontly afflicted this com-
munity to suffer the extrome penalty of the law,
there Is more Interest manifested in bis fate
Lhan would otherwise have been the case, Toe
great ntroclly attending the orlme of which he
wus convicled, the fMriendliness of the victim to
him up Lo the very morning of her death, nnd
the wild and rei kless Ilfe which the murderer
had led from his earliest youth, taken In con-
neotlon with the parely elronmstantial charao-
ter of the evidence brought forward at his trial,
have all tended to render the case oneof the
most inleresting in the annals of orime, and to
crente a corresponding sensation in the minds
of the people at large,

In The EvENING TELEAGRAPE of yesterday
afternoon we gnve a full and succlnot accouut
of the erime committed by Willlams, together
with his demeanor during the period of his im-
prisonment. Since then the unhappy man has
demeaned himsell in much the same manner
as before,

ber of promibent persons allempled yesterday

During the day the prisoner’s brother, Henry
Willlams, and the Reéy. Thomas G. Allen, were
with him.

The Final Arrangements for the Exc-
cution

weore made yesterday afternoon, under the per-
sonnl supervision of High Sherifl Howell, The
scallold was then placed In position on Lthe
same spol which It occupled on the Sth day of
June last, on the oceasion of the execution of
Anton Probst. This is the northiwest corner of
the prison yard, and in such a position that not
one of the Involuntary Inmates of Lhe prison
was enabled to witness the fopalscene, The
goaflold I8 the one that has been in use ln this
ity since Lthe time when Langfeldl was hung,
severnl years ago. The case of Probst was the
Iast In which 1t was employed in this clty, bus

The Witnesses of the Execution,

by the strict rule always observed by Sherl
lfuwull,were few 1o number, and those only
who are provided for by the express terms of
the swatute of the State of Pennsylvania. They
consisted of the Bherifl"s Jury, o fow of his depu-
ties, the spliritual adviser of the condemnaed
man, the 8herlil"s physicluns, and nione repre-
senlitives of the press.

To one and to all, with the ex-
ceplion of those who had been with Willlams
the day previous, came the declided answer,

the thoughts of Willinms from his approachlog
end, and the necessity of deep und fail repent.

Among those who glalmed an Interview
were mapy ladles, who, with others, had pat off
a visltation, living In the ho that & re-
prieve would stay the hand of the executioner
for a time.

The Scene Without the Prison.

As might huve been expeocted, the execution

Al 4 o'clock this morning Willlams awoke,
after a good night's rest, when he partook of a
hearty breakfust. Abool halfipast 7 o'clock
the prisoner, having been brought from the
third to the frst foor, on account of his crip-
pled condltion, was visited by his two bro-
hers, and subsequently by the Rey, Mr. Allen,
who remained with him to the last,

To his brothers ne talked fresly and affec
tionately, still pmtvntln¥ his entire innocence
of the erime for which he was to suffer death,
He requested one of them to read to him Lthe

arable of the Prodigal Son, whose case, hesald,
itted his own preclaely, Durlng the readin
he wept bitterly. As for his approashing death
he still manitested his readiness to mest 1L, pro-
fessing to have made bila peace with God. The
inlerview was very aflecting indeed.

In the Cell,

At a few minutes before 11 o’clock, the Bherli
accompnnled h{ Mr. Worrell and n delogate of
the representatives of the press, wal upon
the prisoucr in Lis cell, Sherll Howell stated
to hiim that he had come (o perform hls un-
pleasant duty, nnderstanding that the prisoner

be bore himself up wonderfully well, and ex-
hiblted no emotion or fear.

On the Scaflold.

Ascending the seaflold, the prisoner seated
himsell, and the Rey, Mr. Allen made a touoh-
ing address Lo Lthe personsassembled. He stated
that Willlams stlll declared ils Innocence, but
expressed a willlngness to die for the many
offenses whioh ho had committed in the past,

Being asked to repeal the text of Seripture
on which he relled for salvation, Willlams aid
80, 1n 8 clear volee, as follows;—"God 8o loved
the world, that He gave His only begotten
Son, that whoso believeth in Him might not
perich, but have everlasting life."

Mr. Allen conupued, saylog that Willlams
acknowledged the first murder laid to his
charge, but this was the only time he had lm-
pued his hand in blood, knowing nothing
whatever of the erime for which he was to die,
Still he blessed God that he had besn brought
within the prison walls, for it had brought him
to # sense of bla gulliiness and of the justice
and mercy of God.

When the death warrant was read to him in
his cell, the prisoner had assarsd the Sherifl
that he was Lhen re{mred for death, But as
soon us Mr, Allen ‘I,:lal visited and wnlked with
him afterwards, he said to him that he bhad then
told a lle, for he wans not prepared, This had
been changed, and he now meot his fate, trusting
in his Saviour Jesus Ohrist,

::;' Murder of Elfza Miller, Maroh 10,
May it please the Court—Gentlemen of the

jury in prcmnttnf 10 you the regular, unbroken

chain of facts and clrcumstances which in this
case has been wrought ont with almost mathe-
matical precision, I can say to you [rankly;
that I feel I could safely leave It to your careful
consideration and caltn, honest decision, without
ndding another word, My collengue (Mr,
Dwight)g has fully and fairly argned the case,
and summed ot up on the part of the Common-
wealth,  His srguments are, as yot, unan-
swered, and his lp?eals to your right reason
and high sense of duty aré not met by any
counterneting mfluence. The counsel for the
prisoner in their addresses to you have been

#s it were, answerlng a speech made b mysell’

in opening the oase, in which I stated to the

ju whet 1 would be able to prove,
and I eall your attention to the fact
that they have inted out mno
imperfections in (he evidence as it has been
proved. When at the beginning of this case |
stated to you, gentlemen, what the Common-
wealth was enabled to prove, I was actuated by
motives of the utmost candor and sincerity, and
eonsclentiously discharged my duty. And now,
when we have almost closed this remarkabile
tnal, we find that but one single Instance has
been mentioned by the counsel for the prisoner
wherein that which I alleged In the beginning
has not been supported by the evidence, OF the
ﬁrent mass of facls [ enumerated ln my opening,

ut one solitary item remans unproved ! Bug,
bear in mind, gentlemen, that when the wilness
who was able to prove that single item was pro-
duced by me and plac upon the stsud, and |
sisted my offer, the evidence was ubleclﬂi to by
the coungel for the prisoner, and ruled out by
the Court. Now, itie very rare indeed—1 may
say extremely rare—ithat al the close of an in-
vestigation llke this, an openi spesch can
puss the ordeal of tf:orntagh criticism without
nmiore than one imperfection being detectad In it,

The proper and legitimate inference s, that the

officers of the law who were mgfu zed fn the

preparation of this case have faithfolly, con-
scirntiously, and cumﬂletcly discharged the
duties devolving upon them.

have said, gemtlemen, that I might safely
commit this case to your care without any com-
ment whatever on my part, but custom abso-
lately requires, if duty does not demand, that ]
sbould conclude the srgument on the pars of
the Commonwenlth., And here let me say, gen-
tlemen, that of all the extraordinary and mar-
vellous cases which have occurred in this com-
munity of lale years, no oune, in my opioion,
has been so remarkable as this one, It wasa
case where, iu all human probabiluy, if the offi-
cers of the law had not lolerfered, i the detec-
tive officers had not made thorough examina-
fion, and followed out in all their surronndings
the appuarently trivial minatie of facls as they
were presented, the viclim of this terrible
tragedy would have been lelt to moulder away
in her lnst resting place, with none to vindicate
her memory from the fonl and unjust aspersion
of self-mpurder; the evidences of gwilt would
never have been obtained either to disclose the
assassin or even to establish the crime, In
former years Eliza Miller would haye been
buried at the cross-roads, a stake driven down
upon her greve, and the passer-by, as he pointed
to the & oty wonld have exclalmed, *“There les

a eunieide!” The counsel for the prizoner ask

It, thercfore, devolyves upon me, gentlemen,
ot enly to vindicate the outraged luw, but to
defend the memory of the voiceless dead.

It is true that the Coroner's jury were abony
to render o verdict of guicide, when Chief Detee-
tive Franklin came upon the ground, and, com-
prehending the whole subject at o glance, eald,
‘“There must be a mistake here; thix is no sui-
cide, it is a murder,” The ecap 18 then taken
from the woman’s head, sud the wounds, which
bave been dederibed to yon here, were found

| upon her skull, Then on that Wedneada? night

further investigation Is made, and Franklin
orders the arrest of Gottleib Wifliams. and he is
accordingly sought for on Thursduy, *‘Oh, but
these detectives cannot find him," you are told;
“why boast of these¢ detectives—why boast of
the zeal of the Chief, amounting,” we are told,
“to madness ! Why boast of the instinel” (supe-
rlor to human reason) “‘displayed by Tageert
and Smith in sll their investigations? “Wh

boast of all thls, when they cannot find this
man who is known te everybody, who {8 seen in
his daily walks— you canoot find lilm on Wed-
nesday, and yet you boast of your detectives,
and the perfection of their system.” Why, gen-
tlemen, the taets here spesk for themselyes, It
is clear now that the resason they conld
not find the prisoner was, because on Wednes-
doy he went to a lone place, a plaoce unfre-
quented by men, and there drank his landanum
to take bis life away, and remained there in a
state of stupor all day on Thursday, and the
next morning left his hidine-place, went to his
barber-shop, and was arrested just after he
left ft. I answer the couusel for the prisoner—
The detectives could not discover the prisoner
on Thursday because they knew not ol the
lone place in which this man could go sod
sleep all day long — this hiding-place —this
covert where the prieoner slopt from Wednos-
day night ontll Friday morniog. This 15 the
only reproach, rem emen, save one, that
it was possible for them to utter
sgalnat the detectivo officers, or 1o which
they did give utterance~that they fafled to find
this man on Thursday., Yet while the prisoner
was nnugly stowed away in an upsuspected
locality, these officials patiently somght for him
in the streets, through the market-pluce, in the
tavern, and in every plnoe to which he bad been
in the habit of golng, and no Gottlelb Willlams
was 10 be found, The other reproach they cast
upon these detectives was that they did not per
mit anybody to see the prisoncr !mmedlnfgly
atter his arrest, Gentlemen, thoy were busily
ferreting out a criminal; they were carefully
exsmining, investigating, and Inquiri into
detalls, us thelr duts imperatively requ of
them to do. They did not send after the pri-
soner's brother and bis counsel, and ask them
to come and interfere with their investigation,
and explain how Gottleib Williams could be con-
victed or ncguitied of the crime with whioh he
was ebar?td. You oan imagine, gentlemen, how
much assistance the otticers would have derived
from the presence of counsel, The Constitution
ol the Biate sllows the prisener counsel at his
trial; it does not authorize the counsel to thrust
himsell in the way when the offioers are exa-
mining the clothes of a t!priar.-uer, or Inguiring
into the siate ol his mind, the ehuracier of his
declarations, and vsing their hest efforts to dls-
cover evidence that will lead them to the trut

and further the ends of ﬂubliu justiee, In al
humau probability, if the prisoner had been
represcuted by counsel immodiately upou his
arrest, and counsel had been allo to prompt
bim, Gottlelb Willlams wounld never have opened
his ﬁpa conoe his whereabouts at the time

witne 3 except that of Alice Holden had been
gurt'lculurly d or assomated with any speci.

ed time on the morniug{ of Lhis occurrence, and
therefore they give thelr impressions, and not
their distinet and J:os.luve recollection and
knowledge, as she did.

There was a witness called by the defendant
who spoke quite us positively as Alice Helden
in reference to time, but Ais memory of seeing
Gottleib Williams was not based upon sny ss%0-
ciation with any appointment, He recollects
the hour because he saw it indicated on the dial
of bis clock; he saw the very pendulom of the
clock in motion.
